Mr. Dimaio is assistant syperintendent 
of the Philadelphia ‘office of the Pink- 
erton’s is in itself an assurance that he 
is thoroughly equipped in every way for 
the work he has undertaken. 

The Constitution secured the services 
of the Pinkerton’s at a very heavy ex- 
pense. The family is not in a position to 
employ detectites and it is with the sole 
idea of clearing up the mystery and sat- 
isfying the family and the public that 
The Constitution has sought the assisi- 
ance of the most reputable and most 
competent detective agency known, 


WORKING IN HARMONY 
WITH LOCAL DETECTIVES. 

In his investigations Mr. Dimalo is 
working in harmony with Sergeant Har- 
vey Bedford of the local detective de- 
partment and while in Atlanta will do 
everythinng in his power to assist the 
local detectives. He called upon Sergeant 
Bedford upon his arrival in the city and 
obtained from him a complete review of 
the case and learned in detail what the 
city detectives have done. At the inquest 
yesterday he was among the most in- 
terested spectators. Sergeant Bedford is 
pleased at having the advice and co- 
operation of the Pinkerton sleuth and 
will aid him in every possible way in 
the complete investigation that is to 
follow. 

Mr. Dimalo has not formed any theory. 
Though he is working for The Consti- 
tution he has been given a free hand. 
He has been asked to salve the mystery 
of Miss Kloeckler’s death. He will make 
ean effort to determine whether it is a 
case of suicide or murder. If it is mur- 
der he will track down the murderer and 
the city officers will make the arrest. 
If it was suicide he will establish be- 
yond question of a reasonable doubt the 
fact, 

The investigation Mr. Dimalo ts making 
will be open. He will go into the case 
in every detail, and no clue that has 
been presented or that may be presented 
in the future will be left unworked. 

The Pinkerton agency does not work 
for rewards and Mr. Dimaio cannot ac- 
cept any reward that is offered. His 
presence should, therefore, not deter any 
other person who is working on the case 
to desist. Mr. Dimaio’s only compensa- 
tion will be that paid by The Constitu- 
tion. His reports will be made to The 
Constitution and the results of his in- 
vestigations will be published exclusive- 
ly in The Constitution. 

In addition to offering a reward of 
$500 for the arrest with proof to con- 
vict, of the murderer or murderers, of 
Miss Klioeckler, The Constitution has pro- 
cured the services of Mr. Dimaio. in 
order that no ground may be left un- 
covered and that the mystery may not 
remain uncleared because of the expense 
involved.

GIRL’S DEATH DUE TO DROWNING 
DECLARES NEW CORONER'S JURY 
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No Motive for Suicide Is 
Shown at the Rigid 
Hearing. 


EVIDENCE CONFLICTED. 
IN MANY INSTANCES 


Expert Witnesses Failed To Agree 
in Their Theories—Fireman 
Benson Denies Statement of 
Drake—Hearing Was Live- 
ly and Consumed Day. 


The verdict of the coroner's jury was 
that Sophie Kloeckler came to her death 
by drowning, but whether she leaped in- 
to the water to end her own life. or acci- 


dentally fell into the lake, or was thrown 
into the water by a murderer, they could 
not and did not say. Under the evidence 
the jury declared all they could decide 
was that death was due to drowning, 
and they added that her drowning was 
from “causes unknown.” 

This leaves the tragedy at Lakewood as 
much a mystery as ever. After one of the 
most thorough and most rigid investiga- 
tions ever held in Fulton county, a jury 
composed of as prominent men as could 
be selected has declared that there is 
no evidence to solve the mystery of So- 
phie Kloeckler’s death. 

Yesterday’s verdict was in the nature 
of a repudiation of the verdict of the 
jury which held the first inquest. The 
theory of suicide was rejected as there 
was no evidence to show that Miss 
Kloeckler took her Own life. This sus- 
tains the position taken by Father Bazin 
and the members of the young woman’s 
family who, from the very first, have de- 
clared that Sophie Kloeckler did not take 


her own life.

Kloeckler was killed by an assassin have 
not changed their opinion of the case. 
Under the verdict of the jury yesterday 
the murder theory is as strong as ever. 
The jury believed that no violence was 
used against Miss Kloeckler, but there 
could have been a murder without vio- 
lence with the waters of the lake 80 
near to aid the murderer. 

Closely following every word of the 
evidence was the Pinkerton detective, F. 
P. Dinailo, Jr., of Philadelphia, who was 
brought to Atlanta by The Constitution 
to investigate the tragedy and solve the 
mysterious death of Sophie Kloeckler. He 
has heard all the evidence and will take 
up the case where the coroner's jury left 
oft. 

One Point Settled. 

One point, however, was settled by the 
jury and that was Miss KloecKler was 
drowned. They did not think the 
dence that she met her death by 
lence was sufficient to warrant a 
dict that she was as&au ‘ed in any man- 
ner. The testimony of physicians who 
believed the young woman was Killed be- 
fore her body was thrown into the lake 
was overcome, so the jury believed, by 
the testimony of physicians who did not 
think the evidence warranted any Such 
conclusion. This sets aside all the theo- 
ries about Miss Kloeckler having been 
choked to death or of her being drugged 
in the city and her body taken to the 
lake to conceal the crime. 

Since the jury has declared that Miss 
Kloeckler was drowned, the question now 
to be settled is: “‘How was she drowned?” 
The jury says the evidence did not throw 
any light on this question. As the testi- 
mony of violence was discarded, there re- 
mains, according to the jury’s verdict, 
only two hypotheses by which Miss 
Kloeckler could have been drowned. 

The first is that she met some one at 
the lake by appointment, and that per- 
son wanted to murder her. After she had 
removed her hat she approached the lake 
shore and as she stood near the water, 
he gave her a quick and sudden push 
which sent her into the lake where she 
was drowned. 

The other hypotnesis !{s that she fell 
into the water accidentally and this ap- 
peared to be the generally accepted the- 
ory at the courthouse yesterday, Solicitor 
Hill leaning to it. It being the young

Created Intense Interest. 
No investigation held in Atlanta in 
many years created such intense inter- 
est as did the coroner's inquest yester- 


day. It was held in Judge Andy Calhoun’s | 


courtroom on the third floor of the court- 
annex, and long before the hour 
for convening the room was packed with 
spectators. 

On a front seat were Mrs. Teresa 
Kloeckler, mother of Miss Sophie, Misses 
Tena and Frances, and Mrs. Wilson, sis- 
ters of the deceased, Father Bazin and 
Herbert F. Drake, Miss Kloeckler’s em- 
ployer. 

Solicitor Hill asked that the 
room be cleared, only the jury, the phy- 
siclans and the newspaper reporters were 
allowed to remain. This greatly disap- 
pointed a large audience who wanted to 
hear the evidence. 

There were two sessions of the 
quest, one in the morning from I! to 2 
o'clock, and the other from 3:30 to 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

In the morning the physicians who ex- 
amined the body were examined. The 
man who found Miss Kloeckler’s hat and 
those who took the body from the water 
were put on the stand. There was noth- 
ing brought out that had not been pre- 
viously made public. 

The feature of the morning session was 
that several physicians swore positively 
that they believed from marks on the 
young woman's body that Miss Kloeckler 
met her death by violence. One physician

“! was already on the car,’’ the wit- 
néss stated, “when Miss Kloeckler got 
on at a point of which I am not ecéf- 
tain. I knew her well, as I traded at 
Drake’s bakery, and frequently saw her 
there. She occupied a seat opposite me. 
We did not speak. I mentioned to Mrs. 
Mickey and Mrs. Mangum who the young 
woman was, and remarked tivat 1 
bought all my cakes from her. When 
the car reached Lakewood, Mrs. Mickey, 
Mrs. Mangum and I left the car ahead 
of Miss Kloeckler, but she passed us 
before we reached the pavilion. She 
walked briskly, as if she had a definite 
destination in view. 1 watched her un- 
til she passed an old boat and went on 
in thé direction of the shoot the chutes. 
She entered a small grove of trees, 
where she was lost to vview. We se- 
cured fisting tackle and went fishing. 
When near the bath house, about three- 
quarters of an hour after we had ceach- 
ed the lake, we heard a loud splash. We 
had »een hearing fish splash in the wa- 
ter ail the while, but that splash was so 
much louder than the others that we 
made a remark about it.”’ 

Mrs, W. E. Mickey, of 
street, testified that she went to Lake- 
wood with Mrs. Thompson and Mrs. 
Mangum on-the morning that Miss 
Kloeckler disappeared. 

“I did not know Miss (Kloeckier.” 
stated the witness, ‘““‘but she was point- 
ed out to me by Mrs. Thompson. I 
heard the splash mentioned by: Mrs. 
Thompson, and afterwards saw bubbles 
coming up out of the water, JThe bub- 
bies were beyond the bath houses. I 
do not know where. the body was 
found."’ 

G. D. Cooley, of Lakewood Heights, 
testified that he found :Miss Kloeckler’s 
hat on Tuesday morning about 10 
O'clock, the day on which the young 
woman disappeared. 

Finding of the Hat. 

“TI reached the lake about 9 o'clock 
on Tuesday morning, May 24,”’ the wit- 
ness stated. ‘I started to walk arvund 
the lake, and when abouf S& or 400 
yards beyond the bath houses I saw a 
woman's hat iying on the ground. Three 
vinall boys were with me at the time. 
I picked up the hat, thinking some one 
had left it there accidentally, and went 
#1 around the lake. I saw Mrs. Man- 
yum, Mrs. Thompson and Mrs. Mickey, 
and gave them shing tackle. They 
were the only ladies I saw at the time. 
I did not hear any loud splash in fke 
water. When I heard that Miss Kloeck- 
ler was missing the next day I gave 
the hat to the police. I saw the body 
taken from the water two days later. 
It was very near the spot where I found 
the hat. There is a large rock jutting 
out into the water at the point where 
the body was found. A person could not 
jump the distance from the rock to 
where the body was located. The water 
at the rock is 10 feet deep. I did mot 
notice any tracks or signs of a scufile 
where the hat°was picked up. The hat 
Was about 2 feet from the rock and 
about 500 yards from where the three 
ladies were fishing. I found the hat at 
10 o’clock. There were no persons at 
the lake that morning that I saw ex- 
cept the three ladies and the three boys 
who were with me. The @pot where 
Miss Kloeckler’'s body. was found ce” 
be seen from across the lake.” 


Finding of the Body. 

County Policeman W. A, Wright told 
about the finding of Miss Kloeckler’s 
body on Thursday, May 26. He said: 

“There were two poats with two men 
in each boat. The body was located by 
two of the man and taken to the shore. 
The woman’s hair was loosely done up. 
She had on no collar, but a piece of 
biack ribon was wound twice about her 
throat and was fastened with a breast- 
pin. There was no disarrangement of 
her clothes to denote a struggle. I no- 
ticed her face and jit was slightly discol- 
ored. Did not see any bruise about her 
neck. A purse was taken from the boson 
of ner gress and in it was adout 90 
cents in silver and some old coins. I 
founds some cards with pencil scrib- 
blings on the backs of two of them. 
On one of the cards was Drake’s busi- 
ness address. Very little water came 
from the body, although we used some 
force to eject it. I looked for tracks, 
and discovered those of a woman's shoe 
leading to the water. They then turned 
back and went toward the rock, where 
they were lost. There were plenty of 
as many persons had 
ever the place when the body 
Was being searched for, but oniy the 
one woman's tracks. I compared the 
tracks to Miss Kloeckler’s shoe, and I 
am certain they were made by the shoes 
she wore. She wore a waist of a very 
light, thin material, which was so easily 
torn that we made a rent in it when 
taking the body from the water. I saw 
@ man’s cuff and an- old watch chain, 
which were picked up near the scene, 
and I gave them to the coroner.” 

H. G. Poole, undertaker, testified 
about the preparation of the bg® for 
burial, and stated that there were no 
marks of violence. He told how he em- 
balmed the body, stating that he made 
One incision in the neck. He did not 
find any water in the lungs. 

Nora K. Alexander, the negro woman 
who assisted the undertaker, stated that

: there were no marks of violence on the 


body. 

Dr, E. F. Brooks testified that he ‘saw 
the body taken from the water. “The 
face and neck were black and biue,”’ 
he stated, ‘‘and I believed the congestion 
had been caused by strangulaticn. I 
have seen many drowned persons, and 
their faces were always bleached. It 
is my opinion that any ordinary man 
could have choked to death a woman 
like Miss Kloeckler without much of a 
struggie if he took her by surprise.’* 

No Signs of Drowning. 


Dr. W,. G. Bryant stated that he saw

; @came satisfied that a 
murder had: been committed and I went 
to the scene of the crime with Detective 
Bill Jones, better known as the ‘Swamp 
Fox,’ and we saw places where there 
might have been a struggle. We found a 
strand of dark brown hair that came 
from a woman's head and it had been 
broken off and had not fallen out. I say 
the woman was choked to death. She 
might have choked herself, but that 
would be a far-fetched theory.”’ 

Experts on the Stand. 

Solicitor Hill next Placed on the stand 
four physicians who had heard the evi- 
dence and whom he wanted to testify as 
experts. The first of these was Dr. James 
B. Baird. Dr. Baird stated that from 
the evidence introduced he did not think 
the conditions described proved that there 
had necessarily been any violence used 
to cause the death of Miss Kloeckler. 

“The force used to get the body from 
the lake,” he said, ‘“‘and the steps taken 
to get the water from the body and the 
means used by the undertaker to embalm 
it all might have produced the contusions 
that had been described by the wit- 
nesses.’’ 

Dr. Hunter P. Cooper stated that he 
had heard the evidence and he did not 
see that there had been anything stated 
that would be convincing that violence 
had been used to produce death. 

“Nearly all drowned persons,’ Dr. 
Cooper said, ‘“‘are black and swollen about 
the face and neck. It is not uncommon 
for blood vessels tu become ruptured dur- 
ing the process of embalming. As to the 
Small quantity of water taken from the 
body I believe that no definite quantity 
of water is necessary to prove drowning 
A person wanting to drown would not 
swallow as much water as one who was 
struggling to live. I was nearly drowned 
once myself and had a personal experi- 
ence along that line.’’ 

Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland stated that 
he did not think there had been enovgh 
evidence one way or the other to prove 
enough on which he could base any opin- 
ion. 

Autopsy Delayed Too Long. 

Dr. J. Knott testified that he had been 
@ practitioner for forty-five years and 
had had considerable expereince with per- 
sons who were drowned. He said that 
it would be a difficult matter to make 
a correct autopsy on a body which had 
been buried as long as Miss Kloeckler’s 
had. 

“I do not believe the evidence brought 
out here,’’ he said, ‘‘shows anything by 
which a conclusion can be reached which 
would indicate that violence had been 
used to produce death.’”’ 

R. R. Shropshire, an attorney, was pos- 
itive that he saw [Miss Kloeckler at a lit- 
tle after 8 o’clock. on the morning of 
Tuesday, May 24, talking to a man who 
WOre a blue suit, which Might have been 
a uniform, at the corner of Pryor and 
Hunter gtreets. 

Dr, J. L. Campbell testified that he had 
seen many bodies which presented the 
appearance of Miss Gloeckler’s in cases 
where no violence had been used. 

The hour of 2 oclock having been reach- 
ed the coroner announced an adjournment 
until 3:30 o'clock, 

Drake on Witness Stand. 

The first witness called when the case 
was recalled at 3:30 o'clock was Herbert 
F. Drake, the proprietor of the Model 
bakery, where Miss Kioeckler Wags em-~- 
ployed. He testified that she worked for 
him nearly three yeara. 

“She was in my bakery,’’ stated Drake, 
‘on the day before she disappeared. I 
told her she could come to work later in 
the morning, as I knew she did her own 
sewing and had worked hard all winter. 
She was perfectly natural, very cheer- 
ful, laughing and joking. On Tuesday, 
May 24, I telephoned her sister to ask 
where she was. I was at the bakery ail 
day. I got there at 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and left at 5:30 o'clock in the after- 
noon.”’ 

Drake was questioned by members of 
the jury. He stated that Miss Kloecklier 
was a first-class clerk, made out al] the 
bills and attended strictly to her busi- 
ness. She was very intelligent. I have 
heard that her father died a lunatic and 
Was told he went crazy from a blow on 
the head. 

Solicitor Hill asked Drake if any one 
called to see Miss Kloeckler on Tuesday, 
and he replied:

“Mis Sophie told me once,” stated 
Drake, ‘‘that the fireman was her ‘sugar- 
babe.’ The fireman called the day after 
she disappeared and asked me if I had 
heard anything and said if I had heard 
anything to let him know, and if he heard 
anything he would let me know.” 


Her Family Physician. 

Dr. B. F. Holliday testified that he was 
the family physician for the Kloecklers. 

“I attended Miss Sophie a few days be- 
fore she disappeared,” stated Dr. Holli- 
day, “but she only had a slight bilious 
attack. I never knew her to be melan- 
cholly or low-spirited. I was at the au- 
topsy and took part in the post mortem.” 

Dr. Hol"fday says that discolorations 
on the throat showed she had been 
choked. — 

“I am positive that she was choked. A 
fat neck with ribbon around it would 
show no external signs or bruises. Water 
would have reduced the inflammation. If 
@ woman is attacked she at first gives 
way if she is surprised; that is always 
her first condition. Afterwards she might 
make resistance. I think Miss Kloeckler 
was killed in Atlanta and her dead body 
taken to Lakewood and thrown into the 
lake. She may thave been first drugged. 
One man could have committed the crime 
by himself and it might have been done 
in the daytime. Miss Kioecklers father 
was kicked on the head by @ drunken 
man. He had a clot on the brain which 
caused him attacks of insanity. He was 
sent to the asylum and afterwards died. 

Solicitor Hill asked the witness if he 
believed Miss Kloeckler went to Lake- 
wood and then returned to Atlanta, where 
she was killed. 

Dr. Holliday replied that he did not 
believe Miss Kloeckier went to Lakewood 
until she was carried to Lakewood dead. 
The doctor then told the jury that he be- 
lieved Miss Kloeckler had been criminal- 
ly assaulted before she was kiftied. 

The court room was cleared and this 
featute of the cise was gone into fully by 
tha@ solicitor. The witness was positive 
that his opinion was correct. 

No Signs of Violence. 

Dr. E. D. Richardson testified that 
he was present at the autopsy 0” aise 
Kloeckler’s body.

Fireman Benson Testifies. 
Fireman W. D. Benson, of company 
No. 2, testified that he knew Miss 


Kloeckler about a year. He said: 

“T visited her at her home a time or 
two. On the day she disappeared, I 
went to Drake’s bakery at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon.” 

“Did you go there Tuesday morning, 
as Drake has stated?” asked Solicitor 
Hill. 

“No, sir,” replied Benson, emphatical- 
ly, striking the arm of his chair with 
his fist. 

He said he never went to Lakewood 
or anywhere else with Miss Klocckler. 
He stated he went to Drake's bakery 
on Wednesday morning after Miss 
Kloeckler disappeared. He said he uid 
not ask about Miss Tena. 

Evidence of Undertaker. 

Undertaker C. H. Swift testified that 
he brought Miss Kloeckler's body from 
Lakewood to the city. 

“The body was exactly like all drown- 
ed persons,” stated the witness. “TI 
have handled a great many drowned 
persons. A considerable amount Sf wa- 
ter came from the body all the way to 
the city. The blackness of the face 
was what indicated drowning. The face 
is nearly always dark when the person 
is drowned.”’ 

She Was On His Car. 

W. L, Gay, trolley car conductor, tes- 
t@ed that he knew Miss Kloeckier about 
two years by sight. 

“On the morning of May 24,"’ stated 
the witness, “*“‘Miss Sophie Kloeckler 
boarded my car at the corner of Grant 
street and Georgia avenue at 8:50 
O'clock and left the car at the corner 
of Alabama and Pryor streets. She 
StOpped on the corner as if waiting to 
meet somebody. I1 watched her for two 
hlocks.”’ | 

J. V. Reynolds, street car motorman, 
Stated he was on Conductor Gay's car 
and saw Miss Kloeckler get on the car 
at the corner of Grant street and Geor- 
gia avenue, at 8:50 o’clock. He did not 
see her when she got off. 


Her Mother Testifies. 

Mrs. Teresa Kloeckler took the stand 
and stated that Sophie was 25 years old 
when she died, 

“She was next to the oldest.” stated 
Mrs. Kloeckler. Sophie left home on 
Tuesday, May 24, after I did. I left at 7 
o'clock. She was always lively. She had 
oniy one lover, whom she said she was 
going to marry. His name was Benson, 
of Vinson, or something like that.” 

Mrs. Kloeckler said her husband died 
from the effects of a blow on the head. 


She Talked of a Wedding. 

The next witness was Miss Frances 
Kloeckler, sistex of Miss Sophie. 

“I am next to the youngest in the 
family,’ stated Miss Frances. ‘‘When I 
left home Tuesday, May 24 we left 
Sophie at home. Wa thought she would 
f° tO work as usual. She told us one 
morning that she wag going to marry 
Mr. Will Benson. She was a.very true 
girl and did not go with half dozen men, 
and Mr, Benson was her only gentleman 
friend. She talked to me about her 
wedding dress and I told her a white siik 
would be prettv.” 

The witness broke down at this point 
and wept 

She stated, as soon as she could con- 
tro} herself, that Mr. Benson last called 
at the house on Tuesday. the week be- 
fore she disappeared 

“Sophie was never despondent,” 
claimed the witness, 
commit suicide.”’ 

Miss Tina Kloeckler, another sister of 
Miss Sophie's, testified that on Tuesday 
morning of May 24 her sister was in good 
spirits. 


Benson Makes Denial. 


W. B. Benson, the fireman, was re- 
called, and in answer fo a question he 
stated that he was never engaged to Miss 
Sophie Klioeckler in his life. 

“I never discussed matrimony with the 
young lady in my life,’ he said; “TI oniy 
met her a few times.”’ 

Dr. J. A. Harper, a member of the jury 
that hejd the first inquest, testified that 
he say the body of Miss Kloeckler and 
did n@ eee any marks of violence. 

Dr. John G, Wilkins, sixth ward city 
physician, stated that he was present 
when the autopsy wag held. 

“I saw no evidence,” stated the wit- 
ness, “of violence or a criminal] assault.”’ 


Case Goes To Jury. 


This closed the § evidence. Coroner 
Stamps made a statement to the jury.

central point in the navai stores beit, 
and it is reported on good authority that 
they have selected Vaidosta as the point. 
Under the plan they propose cars will be 
loaded in Valdosta and univoaded at the 
door of the western manufacturer, not 
only in much quicker time, but at a@ 
greatly reduced cost. 

‘he corporation for the purpose is now 
being formed, with Valdosta parties in- 
terested, it propuses to store and refine 
the crude stuff of other plants through- 
out this territory which may be shipped 
here, and the producer wii Be issued a 
Certificate negotiable at auy bank.

It Necessary To Make Dem- 
onstration at Tangier 


PERDICARIS AND VARLEY 
ARE REPORTED 10 BE ILL 


Bandit Has Been Asked If He Will 
Permit a Surgeon to Attend His 
Prisoners—Sultan Replies 
To the Representations 
of the Diplomats. 


Washington, June 8.—American marines 
have landed in Africa. Admiral Chadwick 
this afternoon cabled the navy depart- 
ment from Tangier as follows: 

“T have placed a guard at the Belgian 
legation, having been asked to do so by 
our consul] general here.” 

The navy department today received a 
cablegram from Rear Admiral Chadwic« 
at Tangier, to the effect that he has 
been informed that Perdicaris and his 
stepson, Varley, are in need of medical 
assistance and that the consul general 
haz sent to Raisuli to inquire whether a 
surgeon will be given safe conduct. The 
admiral says that if so one will be sent 
in company with the Sheerif of Wazan. 
faisuli’s reply Is expected June 9. 

The rumor which its agitating certain 
Buropean newspapers -to the effect that 
the United States “government intends 
permanently to possess itself of a coal- 
ing station on the Moroccan coast aS a 
settlement is regarded officially here as 
a jest. There was never and is not now 
the slightest intention on the part of this 
government of making any such demands. 

Moreover, it ig stated that it is nQt 
contemplated by this government to seize 
even temporarily any Moroccan port and 
custom house in connection with the Per- 
dicaris case. 

It is said at the state department 
that there is ample precedent for the 
employment of the American naval 
force for the temporary protection of the 
exposed interests of another 
which has no available force at hand. 
A few years ago it was ‘the common 
understanding that British vessels should 
protect American interests’ in South 
American ports where the United States 
had no warships, and that the United 
States gunboats should look after Brit- 
ish interests exposed in the same way. 
We have also looked after German in- 
terests in San Domingo and elsewNere.

Admiral Chadwick in 
landing his marines in Africa for the 
first time in a half century was but 
meeting the requirement of international 
comity. It is supposed here that the 
Belgium legation is in an outlying section 
of the city, easily accessible to the 
tribesmen of the interior. 
Sultan Will Yield. 

Washington, June 8.—The state depart- 
ment has received unofficial assurances 
through Mr. Gummere, who had it from 
the British consul at Fez, that the sultan 
of Morrocco will accede to all of Raisu- 
lis terms. The bandit’s demand that 
Great Britain and the United States 
shall guarantee the execution of the sul- 
tan’s promises, however, is the sticking 
point, and this probably can be gotten 
around only by the acceptance of this 
obligation by Great Britain or France, or 
some other country not s0_ strongly 
bound as the United States by its tradi- 
tions not to entangle itself in the inter- 
nal affairs of other countries. It is stated 
positively that under no conditions can 
the United States government execute 
these guarantees. 


Reply of the Sultan. 
Tangier, June 8.—The sultan’s Jetter in 
reply to the diplomatic representations in 
regard to the kidnaping of Perdicaris and 


Varley arrived here this afternoon. It is 
Said by a person in the sultan’s pres- 
€nce that the sultan has given orders to 
grant all of the conditions demanded by 
the bandit leader in order to expedite 
the release of the captives. 

The sultan in his letter, appoints Herid 
E] Barrada, to be governor of Tangier, 
which step was included among Raisuli's 
demand, Barrada was a member of the 
counci] of Mohammed El Torres, the rep- 
resentative of the sultan here and former- 
ly was governor of Masagan. 

The authorities here asserted that the 
raid Made by armed Anjera tribesmen on 
the home of an Englishman here, during 
which they obtained several rifles, was 
only a common robbery and had no polit- 
ical significance. 

Rear Admiral Chadwick visited the 
British battle ship Prince of Wales today 
and received the customary salutes.

MORGAN SENTENCE STANDS. 


But Henry Gaddy, Convicted of the 
Same Crime, Gets a 
New Trial. 

Under a decision of the supreme court 
yesterday Andy Morgan, who was con- 
victed of the murder of Henry Stroup, 
in Fulton superior court, must serve his 
life sentence in the penitentiary, while 
Henry Gaddy, who was convicted of the 
Same crime and given the same sentence 
in the lower court, has been granted a 
new trial.

Sensation at the Teachers’ 
Institute at Rome Yes- 
terday. 


Rome, Ga.. June 8.—(Special.)—A rather 
sensafional episode occurred at the court 
house this morning while the county 
teachers’ institute was in progress. 

Colonel W. 8. McHenry was invited to 
address the teachers on the proposed 
amendment to the constitution for as- 
sessing a local school tax. The colored 
teachers had been meeting in the city 
court room o nthe ground floor, while 
the white teachers held their sessions up- 
stairs in the superior court room. When 
the hour came for Colonel McHenry’s 
address the colored teachers marched in 
a body into the superior court room and 
on the extreme left of the room. A 
few of the white teachers quietly left 
then, but when County School Commis- 
sioner John King told the whites to move 
over and take the seats Just across the 
aisle from the colored, probably. half of 
the whites left the building, expressing 
great indignation at such treatment. 

The white teachers, the largsr number 
of whom are ladies, say that there was 
no excuse for this mixing of the races 
and that it was done in an offensive man- 
ner, and without any notification what- 
ever that it was to be done. The episode 
has created much comment throughout 
the city. 

Oil was poured over the troubled waters 
this afternoon when Commissioner King, 
in a statement made to the white teach- 
ers, said he had not the slightest inten- 
tion or thought of wounding any of 
them by inviting the negroes into the 
room and offered every apology for the 
untintentional affrond. Mr. King said he 
simply desired all the teachers, white and 
black, to hear Colonel McHenry’s argu- 
ment on a school tax. 

Indignation has subsided since this ex- 
planation and affairs are running* smooth- 
ly and amicably once more.

Where Georgia Stands. 
For some reason, not altogether 


clear, there seems to be a disposition 


in political circles outside of Georgia 
to misunderstand or misinterpret the 
position this state will occupy in the 
St. Louis convention toward the pres- 
idential contest. The instructions of 
the state convention are construed as, 
in a sense, being perfunctory. 

This sentiment we find voiced quite 
prominently in the newspapers, some 
democratic and some republican, pub- 
lished in different parts of the north. 
Here is a sample of this line; it comes 
from the foremost republican orga. 
of the country, The New York Trib- 
une: 


The Georgia convention amended the 
committee’s report and “fnstructed’’ tne 
delegates to ‘“‘cast the vote of this state 
for Judge Alton B. Parker, so long 4s, 
in the opinion of a majority of the dele- 
gates, there is a reasonabie probability 
of his nomination.” Under this instruc- 
tion the delegation has absolutely free 
play. It can support any candidate it 
pleases on the first ballot or on any sub- 
sequent ballot. It is left the sole judge 
of the “reasonable probability’’ in tne 
case. Its action at St. Louis is as clearly 
determinable by the conditions it may 
find existing there as is tfle action of the 
uninstructed Alabama and South Caro- 
lina delegations. 

This is a new and curtous turn to give 
to the theory of instructions. It is a new 
spirit, also, in which to tight political 
battles. The supporters of other presi- 


dential candidates have not usually we“ | 


so Wary about pledging a ‘“‘tirgt, last and 
all the time’’ support to their chosen 
favorites. The delegates instructed for 
Mr. Hearst are instructed for him withn- 
out conditions. The Massachusetts state 
convention directed the Massachusetts 
delegates to support Mr. Olney until his 
name should be withdrawn ‘by proper 
authority.”’ In Wisconsin the delegates 
are bound to vote for Mr, Wall until his 
name shall be withdrawn “by a two- 
thirds vote” of the delegation. Nothing 
was said in these states about conditions 
which might alter radically in five or 
six weeks, or about “reasonable prob- 
abilities’’ by which the action. of their 
delegations should be determined. ‘his 
was not the spirit in which the ‘*3uU6’’ 
fought for Grant’s nomination at Chi- 
cago jin 1880. lt is not the temper in 
which men ever fight for a cause they 
have at heart or for a candidate who has 
awakened their sense of personal loyalty. 
Milk-and-water indorsements like that 
voted on Wednesday at Atlanta are a 
doubtful asset in a _ political canvass, 
They create no confidence; they inspire 
no enthusiasm. ‘they emphasize too un. 
pleasantly the prospect of defeat. A few 
more such victories as that in Georgia,

In this instance, it is a republican 
estimate of the state convention’s ac- 
tion. Somewhat similar expressions 
have come from democratic sources. 
To those of us who are on the ground, 
there seems absolutely no warrant for 
such a misunderstanding of the Geor- 
gia resolutions. It is Surprising, in 
the light of the real facts, to find 
anybody contending that these are of 
the iajJk and water variety, Especial- 
ly is this surprising, when it is recall- 
ed that many of the men who were 
recognized as leaders in the Parker 
movement strongly urged the adoption 
of the commitfee’s resolution, drafted 
by Colonel W. E. Simmons, of Gwin- 
nett, who presided over the first 
Parker caucus and called the second 
to order, which “requested” the del- 
egation to Support Judge Parker, in- 
Stead of “instructing” it to do so. 

There could be no greater mistake 
than to assume that there is any- 
thing lukewarm in Georgia’s support of 
Parker. Georgia is just as much in- 
structed for and bound to his candl- 
dacy as is New York itself. 

This was settled by the gallant fight 
made by Hon. Washington Dessau. 
However much it may have been con- 
tended that a “request” of the state 
convention would have béen as bind- 
ing in its operation upon the Georgia 
delegation to St. Louis as explicit 
instructions, the fact remains that the 
convention did “instruct” in so many 
words. The adoption of the amend- 
ment of Mr. Dessau settled that. 

“So long as, in the opinion of the 
majority of the delegates, there is a 
reasonable probability of his nomina- 
tion” means just what it says, and 
will be so construed by the Georgia 
delegates. 

In short, the instructions are just 
as explicit as instructions could be. 
No instructions, even if worded “first, 
last and all the time,” could be con- 
strued as binding after all hope of a 
candidate’s nomination had _ been 
abandoned by his closest friends anil 
managers, for it would not be com- 
mon sense to so construe them. In 
any such contingency it would neces- 
sarily be left to the delegation to act 
as ‘it considered was in the best in- 
terest of the party. 

And so it is with instructions word- 
ed like those adopted by the Georgia 
state convention. They are qualified 
only to the extent of leaving the way 
open to a change after there is n9o 
“reasonable probability” of Judge 
Parker’s nomination, and of this the 
majority of the Georgia delegation 
must be the judge. The delegation is 
composed of some Of Georgia’s best 
men,and the interest of the party may 
well be left in their keeping.

Grant park zoo, $1,000 to be paid each 
year for five years, was a splendid 
piece of liberality that must meet 
with responsive thanks from all cit- 
izens who are interested in improving 
the menagerie of the city. 

The gift of the street railway com- 
pany to the municipality was both un- 
solicited and unexpected, and for that 


reason must be the more appreci- 
ated. 

It is now the plain duty of the park 
board to meet-this donation with an 
equal amount each year and build up 
a magnificent zoo for the children. 
Animals that die should be at once 
replaced and no opportunity for 
creasing the number of animals 
should be allowed to escape.

Chinese Farm Hands in the South. 

From reading our agricultural ex- 
changes it is plain that the labor prob- 
lem in the south has become acute. 
The dearth of adequate farm help was 
never more keenly felt than this year, 
when southern farmers are unusually 
ambitious to raise large crops, par- 
ticularly of cotton. The burden of 
subscribers’ letters to the agricultural 
press is that enterprise and large 
operations on the part of the ener- 
getic farmer are out of the question 
so long as the negro will not work or 
will only half work. Much of the cot- 
ton which by hook or crook was 
planted, in many instances by a bonus 
on the labor that planted it, will lan- 
guish in the crabgrass or yield but a 
partial harvest because of the farmer’s 
inability to secure hands at the proper 
time to save the crop. The agricul- 
tural development of the south is dan- 
gerously near a standstill from this 
cause. Even a normal progress is out 
of the question until more and better 
laborers can be secured for the fields. 

The agricultural papers of the south, 
which are in close touch with the 
rural population, are quite agreed taat 
the remedy must be found by giving 
the negro competition in the shape of 
foreign immigration, although opinions 
differ as to the desirability of certain 
nationalities of immigrants. The Ital- 
fan would come in the face of a de- 
cided prejudice, although it is evident 
he has some things, climatic adapta- 
bility among them, to recommend him. 
Much the same objections are urged 
against the Hungarians, and almost 
the sole hope of turning foreign eml- 
gration this may lies in southern Ee 
rope. The north Europeans, who have 
done so much to build up the prairies 
of the west, are no longer much of a 
factor in emigration statistics. 

It is hardly surprising that some of 
our leading planters are openly advo- 
cating Chinese immigration as the 
most practical solution of the south’s 
agricultural labor problem. We notice 
such advocacy has gained ground in 
the agricultural press. The Southern 
Ruralist, of Atlanta, a representative 
publication of its class, makes no 
bones of desiring the opportunity to 
welcome Ah Sin or One Lung to the 
cotton fields of Dixie, where it is sure 
he will give value received for the 
moderate wage paid him and compel 
the indifferent negro laborers to mend 
their ways or move Oh Editor Mer- 
riam, of The Ruralist, does not believe 
in unrestricted coolie immigration to 
our shores, but favors a plan similar 
to that adopted by the Transvaal col- 
ony to secure miners for the Rand, 
and virtually the plan that is favored 
by the American developers in the 
Mhilippines. The Kaffir negro of South 
Africa is not a dependable worker, 
the indolent Malay of the Philippines 
will not work; the southern negro of 
the United States can no longer be 
depended on as a field hand. Hence 
the plan to bring in the Chinama”, 
who is excelled by none as a laborer, 
whose disposition is tractable and 
quiet, and who readily adapts himself 
to any climate or any conditions. 

The Southern Ruralist says: 

The writer of this article would not 
have it inferred that he is in favor of un- 
limited, indiscriminate immigration to this 
country; but he wishes it @istinctly un- 
derstood that he is in favor of fair play 
and believes that all nationalities should 
be treated alike. Moreover, he wouid 
much prefer that the immigrant laborer 
coming to the south be of a class that is 
sober, indtstrious and tractable. Tuese 
qualities the Chinese possess in the hign- 
est degree; but it is these very virtues 


which started-the storm of opposition to 
his coming here.

It believes the agricultural 
states of the south would eagerly ad- 
mit a limited number of the Asiatics, 
and, in consequence, greatly imcrease 
their agricultural products and pros- 
perity. 

The Ruralist says further: 


It is very doubtful if any number of 
white foreign laborers can ever be in- 
duced to come south, and work in com- 
petition with the negro. The Chinaman, 
however, would have no such scruples, 
and we are of the opinion that he would 
prove a potent factor in solving the so- 
called and much discussed “race . prob- 
lem.’"” Be that as it may, we know he 
will work and work is what we want. 
The wonderful resources of the south 
can never be developed without labor. 
The negro cannot begin to supply the 
requirements of our growing industries. 
and the white laborers at the south are 
So few, they cannot at present enter into 
the calculation of the labor supply. Now 
the treaty between this country and 
China, whereby the United States is au- 
thorized to exclude the Chinese laborer, 
expries next December: At that time 
we sincerely. hope that China will insist 
that her people wishing to come to this 
country be treated on an equal footing 
with other nations. We also trust that 
congress, In dealing with this matter, 
will use more statesmanship and less 
politics than it has in the past. Outside 
of the question of immigration, the 
friendship of China is vital to the interest 
of every cotton grower in the south, as 
She furnishes a very large and constant- 
ly growing market for our product, cot- 


ton. 

The time was never more opportune 
to discuss the labor problem in its 
every phase, and it might be as well 
to sound southern sentiment on the 
Chinese question. If the matter could 
be based on state preference, and the 
coolie labor restricted to agricultural 
or kindred employment, the principal 
objections to the Chinaman’s coming 
would be removed. The possible in- 
terstate complications resultant, how- 
ever, and the difficulty of keeping the 
coolies out of the towns, might make 
such an immigration law tmpractica- 
ble. Besides, the prejudice against the 
Mongolian is not easily overcoma, 
even in an agricultural community. 

The south must have immigration 
from somewhere, and the best possi- 
ble class of immigration. Undoubted- 
ly there are thousands of southern 
farmers who would be glad to give 
John Chinaman a chance. 


Should Be Promptly Annulled. 

One of the first matters of impor- 
tance to which the attention of the 
Panama canal commission will be of- 
ficially called and upon which action 
will be asked ig the contract now ex- 
isting between the Panama Railroad 
Company and the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company. 

By the terms of the purchase of the 
French Panama Canal Company’s 
property on the isthmus, the inter- 
oceanic railroad—to be exact, sixty- 
nine-seventieths of it—becomes the 
property of the United States. There 
has been in existence for some time 
a contract between this company 
and the Pacific Mail securing to the 
latter company certain privileges 
which give it a practical monopoly 
of all business across the isthmus 
from the Pacific coast side, the pos: 
sibility of competition on the part of 
other lines being shut off by this pref- 
erential arrangement. 

The Pacific Coast Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion and certain independent trans- 
portation lines have sent to Wash- 
ington a strong delegation to urge 
upon the canal commission the advis- 
ability of abrogating that contract at 
the earliest possible date. This 
should be promptly done, and, doubt- 
less, will be. 

This sort of contract is certainly 
violative of the spirit of the interstate 
commerce law. The contention of the 
parties at interest that the interstate 
commerce law, being a law of the 
United States, can not be held to 
apply to the canal zone of the isth- 
mus may be technically correct, but 
certainly out of respect to the spirit 
of the law and to public morals, the 
contract should be annulled. 

The government of the United 
States can not be a party to a monop- 
Oly of this kind. 
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IGNORANCE IS NO EXCUSE. 


Life Insurance Policy Is Void If In- 
sured Gives Innocent In- 
formation. 

The supreme court rendered an im- 
portant decision yesterday in the case 
of the Supreme Conclave Knights of 
Damon et al., v. Wood, action on insur- 
ance policy tried in the city court of 

Macon, 

The order declined to pay a policy on 
the life of Wood on the ground that he 
had given incorrect information regard- 
ing his physical condition in answer to 
questions asked by the medical examin- 
er. It was pleaded in behalf of Wood 
that he gave the information to the best 
of his knowledge and belief. 

The supreme court in reversing the 
decision of the lower court, holds that 
it makes no difference whether the in- 
sured furnishes incorrect information 
to the medical examiner fraudulently or 
in good faith and through ignorance, the 
policy can be declared void if such er- 
roneous information is made a part of 
the contract of insurance. 

It is said this decision is likely to af- 
fect a large number of policy holders 
throughout the state. 

In the headnotes to the decision, 
supreme court says. 

“I, Where an applicant for life. in- 
surance covenants in his application that 
the statements made to the medical ex- 
aminer are true, and these Statements 
are made a part of the contract of in- 
surance and form the basis of such con- 
tract, any variation in any of them which 
are material, whereby the nature or ex- 
tent or character of the risk is changed, 
will void the policy, whether the state- 
ment was made in good faith or wilfully 
or fraudulently. 

‘2. In civil cases the burden of proof 
may be carried by a preponderance of 
the evidence, which is that superior 
weight of the evidence upon the issues 
involved which is sufficient to incline 
a reasonable or impartial mind to one 
side of the issue rather than to the 
other.

IN THE FIELD OF POLITICS 


The last state convention of this week 
will be that of Virginia today. The indi- 
cations point to a Parker delegaton there, 
but whether explicitly instructed or not 
is uncertain. The feeling in the Old 
Dominion is highly favorable to Judge 
Parker, but in no sense antagonistic to- 
ward other eminent democrats who are 
looked upon as pogsibilities. Senator 
Gorman, for instance, has always been 
a strong favorite in Virginia. Some days 
ago, Congressman Will Jones, who is one 
of the strong political factors in the 
State, said to me that there had devel- 
oped a tendency toward lukewarmness So 
fas as Parker is concerned ever since 
Mr. Cleveland came out and gave the 
New York judge his strong indorsement, 
and that while he thought the delegation 
to be selected would be friendly to Par- 
ker, it would not be bound up to him. 


It May Cut Both Ways. 

Strangely enough, the Cleveland in- 
dorsement has cut both ways. While 
it has helped Judge Parker by satisfying 
a great many Cleveland men that Parker 
is, from their standpoint, ‘all right,’’ it 
has also been conducive to cold feet on 
the part of some of the strong anti- 
Cleveland men who first started out 
strong in hig support. For this reason, 
not as much has been made by the Par- 
ker managers of this Cleveland stamp 
of approval as many of the Cleveland 
men seemed to think should be made of 
it—which stamps the Parker managers 
as wise in their day. 

Many of the men who would like to 
see somebody other than Judge Parker 
nominated at St. Louls would like to 
charge that the Parker movement is 
simply a mask for a Cleveland movement, 
but they fear tuat for them to make 
such a charge woukd have a boomerang 
effect. One of the shrewdest leaders in 
democratic national politics, a man who 
is not for Parker, but who is strongly 
against Cleveland. said to me a few days 
ago: 

The only way, in my aqpinion, to 
make Parker’s nomination certain is 
to hold over the convention the prob- 
ability of a stampede to Cleveland. 
There can be no question tmat very 
many of the mén who will be in that 
convention as delegates would like to 
be stampeded to old Grover. This 
applies more to men not active in poli- 
tics than it does to the politicians 
who, as a rule, are ag strongly against 
Cleveland as ever. Many of these po- 
litical leaders are not particularly for 
Parker, but they are strongly against 
any proposition to nominate Cleve- 
land. Let such men as Gorman and 
Guffey and Campau and McLean get 
it in their heads that the issue is 
really between the nomination of 
Cleveland and the notation of Par- 
ker, and you will see them promptly 
put their uninstructed delegates into 

1 the Parker column, At the same time 
there is no doubt that many of the

CHARGES MADE 
ON JUDGE WOOD 


Petition for His Impeachment 
Filed with Alabama Su- 
preme Court. 


June 8.—A petition 
for the impeachment and removal of 
J. C. Wood from the office of probate 
judge of Lowndes county was filed with 
the clerk of the supreme court today. 
The matter will probably come up be- 
fore the court tomorrow, when a date 
for hearing will be _ fixed. The petition 
alleges the purchase of votes by Judge 
Wood during the recent election. The pe- 
tition also contains numerous other al- 
legations. 

Mr. Wood is the present probate judge 
and a nominee of the democrats for re- 
election. It is charged that he has been 
intemperate in his habits and that he has 
attempted to purcnase votes, the allega- 
tions being that he offered money and 
did give money to mén for votes anda to 
control votes at the last primary eiec- 
tion. 

The law of Alabama requires that 
proceedings of ‘this kind must be insti- 
tuted by at least five reputable citizens 
and tax payers of the county, who shall 
give bond in ample sum to cover all 
costs. This has been done, the following 
citizens of Lowndes county making the 
charges: V. H. Bell, G. W. L. Carr. C. 
P. Rogers, H. H .McPherson and A. F. 
Brooks. 

Cases of this 
open sessio nof the supreme court or 
by deposition. In the former the pro- 
ceedings are very much like other cases 
of public examination. Witnesses are 
summoned and their testimony taken in 
a regular way. It is thought, however, 
that evidence may be taken by deposi- 
tion at the home of the witnesses in 
this case, which will be a great relief 
to the court and probably shorten the 
proceedings. 

This case has been bruited for some 
time. Rumors of actions and practices 
of Judge Wood not approved by some of 
his fellow citizens, have been heard and 
it has been said recently that impeach4 
ment proceedings would finally result. 
There are many men on both sides of 
the proposition and some exciting times 
are expected.

GROCERS ELECT 
NEW OFFICERS 


Election of a President Almost 
Results in a Row, 


President Van Hoose Is Finally Re- 
elected and After Opposing Trad- 
ing Stamps the Southern 
Wholesale Grocers Enjoy a 
Good Time and Adjourn. 


The annual convention of the Southern 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association came to 
an end with a difference of opinion that 
gTew and grew until it almost resulted in 


of 
and although President Van 
Hoose, of Birmingham, was reelected, it 
was not until after some very earnest 
Opinions had been expressed and the en- 
tire administration thad been accused of 
being subsidized by a certain large and 
well-known soap manufacturer. 

The morning session was devoted to the 
discussion of subjects of special interest 
to the trade and then came the election of 
officers. Hardly had this part of the busi- 
ness of the convention come up before the 
namé of W. A. Lockett, of Knoxville, was 
proposed. The supporters of Mr. Lockett 
advocated the fact that the present ad- 
ministration was run by a single corpora. 
tion and that it was time that the af- 
fairs of the association were changed for 
the benefit of the organization. The sup- 
porters of Mr. Van Hoose denied this ru- 
mor and referred to the success of the 
presefit convention and the standing of 
the association and its growth during the 
past year as fhe best indorsement pos- 
sible for the reelection of President Van 
Hoose. 

This brought on a heated discussion and 
ulthough the session was executive, there 
were several who were glad to tell the 
reporter that there were some rersonal{- 
tiles indulged in that were so bitter that 
they almost threatened trouble in the con- 
vention. 

Except for the election of the president 
the other officers were elected without op- 
Position as follows: 

President, J. A. Van Hoose. Birmine- 
ham; first vice president, G. P. Thompson, 
New Orlears; second vice president. R. 
P. Woodson, Memphis: S. W. Lee. Bir- 
mingham, treasurer: C. L. Bridges, Bir- 
mingham, secretary. 


Against Trading Stamps. 

Next in importance to the election of 
officers was the strong stand taken by the 
association in opposition to the use of 
trading stamps. This movement was prac- 
tically unanimous as was evidenced in 
the tremendous vote that passed the mo- 
tion of J. Thompson, of New Orleans 
which was as follows: ; 

“While we are discussing legislation. 
and have agreed to give the retailers our 
moral support, I wish to get the indorse- 
ment of the action of the retail] grocers 
of New Orleans comprising over 600 men. 
Those retailers are now aSking for a law 
which will so increase the trading stamp 
license that it will put them out of busi- 
ness. I believe if the Southern Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association passed a resolution 
in favor of a high license on trading 
stamps, it will help to further cement 
the friendship between the wholesalers 
and retailers. I make this as a move: 
That I be delegated to send a telegram to 
our board of trade saying that we in- 
dorse this action in connection with the 
retail grocers of New Orleans. Amend- 
ment is offered that the Southern Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Associationggo 5n record ag 
opposing all trading stamp schemes, Mo- 
tion is seconded and carried, and Mr. 
Thompson ‘instfucted to send the tele- 
gram. 

All of tne delegates seemed to be most 
enthusiastic regarding their entertain- 
ment while guests in Atlanta and reso- 
lutions thanking the Kimball house, the 
press and the citizens of Atlanta wer? 
passed with marked enthusiasm. Ex- 
cept for the discussion of certain sub- 
jects of interest only to the trade this 
closed the business end of the conven- 
tion. 

The rest of the day was devoted to the 
enjoyment of attractions arranged by the 
members of the entertainment commit- 
tee, of which J. FE. Maddox was chair- 
man. This included a trip through the 
city on special trolley cars, which was 
in the nature of a personally condueted 
tour under the direction of Colonel Harry 
Schlesinger, a visit to the hasebal] game, 
where the visitors caw the Atlantanes 
win with ease. and a buffet luncheon at 
the Piedmont Driving “lub. This lunch- 
eon proved to be a very elaborate affair 
and afterwards the distinguished guests 
were introduced to a number of Atlar- 
tans at an informal reception held for the 
purpose. 

It was during this luncheon that Pres- 
ident Robert F. Maddox, of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, made an address 
that expressed at ome time the pleasure 
all Atlantans felt in’ entertaining the 
wholesale grocers and the earnest hope 
that they would come back again at each 
and every opportunity to gAtianta and 
make their presence Known. President 
Van Hoose and others responded in an 
informal way, thanking the people of At- 
lanta for the good time they had enfoyed 
and promising: that a trip to this city, 
either for business or for personal rea- 
sons, would always be considered in the 
nature of areal privilege.

Franklyn was chased with bloodhounds 
ard almost killed one of the dogs by 
beating him with a stick. The guard, not 
being mounted, could not keep up with 
the animal and Franklyn got away after 
beating the dog off.

‘‘Whereas, At divers and sundry other 
times various crimes have been commit- 
ted in said county of Teller by and with 
the ald of the lawless persons and the 
security of persons and property being 
threatened; and, 

‘“‘Wihereas, Threats, intimidations and 
violence are threatened and believed will 
be restorted to by said lawless -iass, 

‘“‘Whereas, It is reported to me by the 
sheriff of said Teller county that the 
civi] authorities within the county are 
unable to inforce the laws to secure 
peace and order in said county and that 
it is necessary to put the military into 
said county for the purpose of enforcing 
fhe laws and restoring peace and ordey#v; 
now, therefore, I, Warren A. Haggot, 
acting governor and commander-in-chief 
of the military forces of the state of 
Colorado, by virtue of the power and au- 
thority in me vested, do hereby proclaim 
and declare the said county of Teller in 
the state of Colorado, to be in a state of 
insurrection and rebelion. In testimony

Louisville, Ky., June 8.—What prom- 
ised to be a bitter contest for control 0* 
the state organization came up in the 
democratic state convention, which met 
here today. The result of the first strug- 
gle, the election of a temporary chalir- 
man, was a decisive victory for the ad- 
ministration forces, led by Governor 
Beckham, Govérnor Beckham was elected 
temporary chairman by a vote of 817 


to 322 over Judge Frank Peake, of Shel- 


by county. 

The fight against the administration 
was led by Senator J. C. §. Blackburn, 
asSisted by Senator McCreary and Con- 
gressman D. H. Smith. 

When the convention opened, State 
Chairman Allie Young made a lengthy 
speech in which he attacked the methods 
of the administration workers, but dis- 
claimed any personal animosity toward 
Governor Beckham. At the close of Chair- 
man Young's sveech, Congressma Ollie 
Jones, acting for the administration 
men, placed Governor Beckham in nomi- 
nation fer temporary chairman. 

Blackburn Cheered. 

Congressman James’ speech was the 
forerunner of an enthusiastic reception 
given United States Senator Blackburn 
when he took the floor to nominate Judge 
Peake ag the candidate of the anti-admin- 
istration men for temporary chairman. 
Senator Blackburn made a remarkable 
speech, Disclaiming any idea of making 
he asserted that 
democratic party in Kentucky Was 
the grasp of a machine and 
out of control of the voters. He declared 
that his-associates would contest to the 
last the effort of the administration men 
to elect Lewis McQown chairman of the 
state central committee. 

Big Vote for Beckham. 

The overwhelming vote for Governor 
Beckham for temporary chairman put his 
adherents in full control of the tempo- 
rary organization. Governor Beckham in 
his ‘speech accepting the temporary chair- 
manship announced that tho fight for the 
control of the party was not of his seek - 
ing. He denied Senator Blackburn’s as- 
sertion that a machine and not the vo- 
ters controlled the party and sarcastic- 
ally stated that of course no one believed 
Senator Blackburn in making his fight 
was seeking to build up a machine for 
himself. 

The district méetings in each of the 
eleven districts were held for the pur- 
pose of naming delegates to the national 
convention. Only one district, the fifth, 
declared fur Parker. Of the twety dele- 
gates named at the other 
mectings three are regarded as possible 
Hearst men, six are for Parker and 
eleven declined to express a preference. 


The Evening Session. 

The first business before the convention 
at the evening session, the report of the 
committee on credentials, did not pro- 
voke the struggle that was expected and 
the four contests passed upon, received 
a unanimous report and were unani- 
mously adopted. 

There was a short but spirited debate 
in the committee on resolutions over the 
platform, five of the members demand- 
ing the reaffirmation of the Kansas City 
platform. In order to prevent a contest 
on the floor of the convention, & compro- 
mise was effected by adopting the follow- 
ing open clause: 

“The democratic party of Kentucky, in 
convention assembled, affirms its faith 
in and adherence to the great and fun- 
damental principles of democracy as ex- 
pounded by Jefferson, exemplified by 
Jackson, and ably defended by Bryan.’ 

The resolutions condemn “the unnec- 
essary and unjust system of federal tax- 
ation maintained by the republican ad- 
ministration,” and demand a revision of 
the tariff in a, conservative spirit. The 
increase of expenditures of the federal] 
government under republican rule is con- 
demned and the encroachments by the 
president upon the constitution are de- 
nounced. The resolutions further favor 
the regulation of trusts and recommend 
a thorough investigation of all federal 
departments on the ground that the re- 
fusal of the republicans to permit fur- 
ther investigation of the postoffice de- 
partment suggests hidden corruption. The 
course of Governor Durbin, of Indiana, 
in “refusing to surrender on requisition 
from the governor of Kentucky, the per- 
sons of William §S. Taylor and Charles 
Finley, fugitives from justice, charged 
with the murder of William Goebe].” 
is denounced as a violation of the con- 
stitution. 


Long Wrangle. 

After the report of the committee on 
credentials there was a long wait while 
the committee on organization was dis- 
cussing a change in the party rules goy- 
erning the selection of state central and 
executive committeemen. 

The change in the rules was proposed 
by the Blackburn adherents. During a 
Speech Senator McCreary made an earn- 
est plea for harmony, deprecating the at- 
tacks on Bryan, Cleveland and Hearst.

Not 
a drop of water was running over the 
Eagle and Phenix dam late this after- 
noon, the water all running through the 
flume, and the volume there was so limit- 
ed that it was necessary to shut down 
two-thirds of the plant. 

Late this afternoon a flashboard was 
built on the Eagle and Phenix dam, so 
that a large quantity of water can be im- 
| pounded tonight. With the water caught 
tonight the machinery can be driven for 
several hours tomorrow, even if the 
Stream is as low then as it is at this 
hour. 

The falling of the river this afternoon 
was due to shutting down the water 
gates at the new dam at Morgan falls, 
near Atlanta. It is estimated that it will 
require one and a half days to fill that 
reservoir and while the reservoir is be- 
ing filled the lower stre.m will suffer. 
While the river is iow, compared to the 
normal fiow, yet there is still quite a 
considerable current, due to the creeks 
flowing into the river between Columbus 
and Atlanta. 

The .present situation is only tempo- 
rary and it is thought that all the mills 
will be running on ful) time again by Fri- 
day morning, as by that timé the reser- 
voir at Morgan Falls will have been filled 
and ‘the river will be flowing southward 
from north Georgia as usual. 

Columbus mills have not lost a single 
day’s operation from abnormal river con- 
ditions—a freshet or extreme drought— 
in many months. The mills here had been 
notified that the water gates at Morgan 
Falls would be closed and were expecting 
temporary low water for a day or two. 

Late this afternoon, when the gates at 
the Eagle and Phenix dam were closed so 
as to impound water, the river below the 
mills was lower than in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitants. The stream was 
reduced to the size of a small creek and 
boys waded across, it being but knee 
deep. 

Hundreds of fish were caught in Noles 
upon the sand, the water there being only 
a few inches deep. 

Boys playing in the sand at the wharf 
made an interesting find, discovering 
several thousand cartridges that had evi- 
dently been in the water a long time. It is 
thougtit that they were carbine cartridges 
thrown into the rfver during the war. 

Local manufacturers complain that the 
owners of the Morgan Falls property se- 
lected a time to fill their reservoir when 
the effects would be damaging to all in- 
terests located at this point. 

If the shut down should Jast two or 
three days legal proceedings may be in- 
stituted it is said. 

Complaint comes from Columbus that 
the Chattahoochee river merely trickles 
instead of flows at that point, the falflure 
of the water to flow being attributed to 
the recent closing of the dam at Bulj 
Sluice shoals above Atlanta, 

This dam was closed on Saturday jn or- 
der to fill the reservoir at the big electric 
power plant at the shoals. The dam was 
closed and the flow of water stopped by 
shutting the seven gates In the great 
wall of masonry across the river bed. 
It is through these gates that the water 
which turns the machinery will pass, and 
as soon as the reservoir is filled they will 
be opened again. It is a matter of a few 
days at the most. 

But word comes from Columbus that 
the river was practically at a gtandstill 
there at 9 o’clock last night, and the 
boys were wading across from bank to 
bank at points where ordinarily the 
water is deepest. The Columbus electric 


power plants were hampered, and electric 
lights, where burnng, were dim and some 
were out entirely.

The representatives of the association 
also appeared before the labor commit- 
tee of the national house and worked 
against the Gompers eight-hour labor 
bill, as well as against the Gompers- 
Mitchell anti-injunction bill, before the 
judiciary committee of the national 
house. Neither of these bills were fa- 
vorably reported at the last session.

WERE STRUCCLIN 


Wien Shot Was Fired Thal 
Killed Bookmaker 


New York, June 8.—Justice Clarke, of 
the supreme court, today denied the writ 
of habeas corpus for the release of Mrs. 
Nan Patterson, who is held tn Connection 
with the mysterious shooting of Caesar 
Young, the well-known bookmaker ard 
turfman. Mrs. Patterson was remanded to 
the Tombs prison, where she has been 
confined since Young was shot. 

Nominally, sfie is held as a witness un- 
der $5,000 bail, but District Attorney Je- 
rome has mtended that in case of her 
release, either by bail of by any other 
means, sYe will be immediately rearrest- 
ed. The case took #néw turn today when 
Algernon Meyer, of Jacksonville, Fia., 
publicly announced that he was a witness 
to the killing of Young and stated that 
Young himself held the revolver which 
fired the fatal shot. His first story was 
tolé? to the representative of a newspa- 
per, but “iter in the day Meyer went to 
the district attorney’s office and was sub- 
jected to an extended examination. His 
statement was taken in full by an official 
stenograpner. 

Mystery About Pistol. 

A second effort within twenty-four 
hours has been made to secure frofn J. 
Morgan Smith, brother in law of Mrs. 
Nan Pattersof, any information he may 
possess as to the ownership of the revolver 
which killed Bookmaker John T. Young. 

Detectives have been at work constant- 
ly since the tragedy to trace the owner- 
ship of the revolver. It was at first stated 
that the weapon had probably been. ship- 
ped by a local firm to San Francisco. 
This was found, however, to be incorrect 
and now it ts definitely known that it was 
sold over the counter here. This occurred 
in 1898 when Young was in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Although grafd jury subpoenas had 
been issued for J. Morgan Smith and 
other witnesses, District Attorney Jerome 
s4.d today that the case of Mrs. Nan Pat- 
terson would not be taken up by the grand 
jury at this time. This decision was an- 
nounced after a conference between Mr. 
Jerome and the police. 

Should Mrs. Patterson be released by 
Justice Clarke on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings she will be rearrested immediately. 
The district attorney directed a police 
captain to be present in the supreme 
court for thf¥s purpose and to take the 
prisoner before the nearest magistrate for 
arraignment. 

Meyer Saw the Tragedy. 

A new story in the case was told today 
by a man who said he was Algernon C. 
Meyer, of 253 East Second street, Jack- 
sonville, Fla. According to Meyer, who 
says he witnessed the scene, the shoot- 
ing of Young appeared to be accidental, 
Mrs. Patterson was’ struggling with 
Young, who ha@ the revolver in his right 
hand and ‘his right arm was around her 
neck. To Meyer it appeared as though 
Mrs. Patterson was trying to push Young 
away from her, or, perhaps, to take the 
révolver away from him. According to 
the policeman Who first reached the cab, 
Mrs. Patterson sat at the left of Young. 

Meyer says there was another witness 
to the tragedy. This was a man about 5 
feet 8 inches tall, attired in a dark suit 
and wearing a straw hat. He had a small 
black mustache. This man, who was di- 
rectly opposite the cab when the pistol 
was fired, acording to the story told by 
Meyer, jumped upon the step of the cab 
and rode there a short distance. Meyer 
says he thinks the man talked to the 
woman in the cab. 

According to the story told by Meyer 
he was walking up West Broadway 
Saturday morning when his attention was 
attracted to a hansom cab coming down 
the street.

And Hannah Elias Is Now Be- 
hind Prison: Bars, 


— 


New York, June 8 —Hannah_ Elias, 
the octoroon, charged by John F. Piatt 
with bheving procured from him by 
blackmail methods nearly $700,000, pass- 
ed the night in the Mercer street police 
station. She was taken from her pala- 
tial residence in Central park, west, 
where the doors were knocked down 
with axes, and taken to police head- 
quarters in a carriage. After having 
given her name, age, etc., shc was 
taken to Mercer street for the night. 

Efforts to serve a Warrant on Hannah 
Elias in a civil suit had kept a crowd 
about her house for a week, and when 
the detectiyes attacked the doors with 
axes in order to serve a warrant in the 
crimna] action which Mr. Platt finally 
had been prevailed on to bring, there 
was a large audience. As the Elias 
woman left the house, leaning heavily 
upon the arms of the detectives, she 
had to pass between solid ranas of 
curious persons, while street cars, car- 
riages and automegbiles were lined up In 
order that their passengers might. view 
the outcome of the strange siege which 
has been on for days. Hannah Elias 
expressed no concern over her arrest. 
The specific charge on which the war- 
rant was based is the alleged extortion 
from Mr, Platt of $7,500 in May, last. 

Hannah Elias was today held in $50,- 
000 for examination next Friday. Bail 
was not furnished, and she was commit- 
ted to the Tombs prison. 

When the prisoner was taken from her 
cell to a cab, in which she was taken 
to the court, she was met by a jeering 
crowd, which filled the street around the 
Police station. The woman, accompan- 
led by two detectives, entered the car- 
riage and the start for the court was 
made. Just as the cab started, how- 
ever, a large express wagon drove 
directly in its path, and the crowd 
closed in, many climbing onto the wheels 
to peer into the vehicle. Hannah Ellas 
appeared much frightened, but ‘t de 
veloped that the crowd was more cu- 
rious than threatening. Assisted by 
Several patrolmen, the detectives suc. 


ceeded in clearing a passage ang the 
Carriage cOntinued to court. 


MASKED BANDITS 
USED DYNAMITE 


Train on the Denver and Rig 
Grande Robbed 


Denver, June 8—A Denver and Rio 
Grande passenger train westbound from 
Denver, was held up by five masked 
men 3 miles west of Parachute, a small 
station half way between Grand Junction 
and Glenwood Springs, early today. One 
sealed bag containing specie was taken 
from the express car which was badly 
wrecked with dynamite. The robbers were 
forced to flee to the mountains before 
they could gather up the valuables in the 
car. A posse of farmers and ranchmen 
was quickly gotton together and are now 
in pursuit of the robbers. 

When the train reached a point 3 miles 
west of Parachute station, two masked 
men crawled over the tender of the en- 
gine. They placed revolvérs to the head 
of Engineer Allison and his fireman and 
demanded that the train be stopped. 
Three men were waiting on the tender 
and as the train stopped they quickly ran 
back and uncoupled the express and bag- 
gage cars. The cars with the engine 
were run 2 miles west. 

The members of the train crew were 
ordered to remain with the passenger 
coaches on pain of being shot. When the 
point selected for the dynamiting of the 
express car was reached the engineer 
and fireman were ordered down. One of 
the robbers covered them with two revol- 


vers. The remainder of the gang went to 
the express car.

WHEAT—July wheat, under reports of 
favorable progress in harvesting from the 
southwest and numerous bearish crop re- 
ports, closed at a loss of Ike at 86% 
to 87c.

CORN—Large primary’ receipts and 
prospects for better weather brought out 
some gelling in corn, closing the market 
5 to %c lower for July at 48% to 48%c.
